Woman’s suffrage was han­ 
dled in an interesting manner by 
both speakers. 
Rev. Anna Shaw 
had the opening and the closing ad­ 
dress. 
The 
lady 
endeavored 
to 
show* 
that 
woman by the 
ballot 
would be better enabled to spirit­ 
ualize 
and 
elevate 
the 
republic; 
men could be left to direct its busi­ 
ness- enterprises. 
She thought that 


two standpoints 
w^as 
the missing 
link in the life of the republic. 
She 
lost 
perhaps a certain degree of 
sympathy from a part of her audi­ 
ence by her caustic theories regard­ 
ing the success of 
marriage. 
A 
personal desire to have the satisfac­ 
tion of saying that she was free in 
every sense, and surrounded by the 
same restraints and freedom of men 
seemed to be the condition hoped 
for the enfranchised woman. 
Dr. Woods in a facetious manmer 
opened his address and said, like 
Paul, he felt the hour of his depart­ 
ure had come. 
He had not ex­ 
pected to meet the lady in debate, 
thinking from a press dispatch that 
she was at her home at Cape Cod. 
In substance he said that not until 
the 
meridian 
of 
life 
has 
been 
reached can man fully appreciate 
woman. 
His model would not be 
the blushing maiden, but the woman 
who has borne the heat and burden 
of the day; then is she in that com­ 
pleter ¿nd fuller life; every wrinkle 
shows the sorrows endured for man; 
every tear that has furrowed her 
cheek was shed for those she loved. 
He felt that it was a mistake to 
speak of enfranchising women; they 
had never been disfranchised from 
what 
they 
were 
asking. 
Let 
woman 
depart 
from 
the 
place 
created 
by chivalry and 
the 
re­ 
sult 
will 
be 
disastrous; 
when 
woman falls, 
she 
falls never 
to 
rise again. 
His deepest conviction 
was this: Only expose woman to 
the influences brought to bear upon 
men, and the result will be infinite­ 
ly disastrous to her and to all the 
rising 
generations 
of 
humanity. 
The right of suffrage had not been 
what its champions claimed for it. 
Those women whose votes 
were 
most needed were remaining away 
from the polls, but 
the hoodlum 
element in every instance cast its 
ballot. 
If 
every woman 
was

Hemans,

Sigourney, what would become of 
our homes and those subtle influ­ 
ences that exists 
between the true 
mother and her children?

I desire to assure you that this step on my 
part is the result of mature deliberation and 
is taken with much reluctance owing to a 
deep-felt sense of that courteousness that 
feel should characterize our conduct towards 
each other in transacting the business of the 
city in all of its departments, while I heart­ 
ily agree with the other members in favor of 
this bill, that this would be a very useful 
machine to the city. 
I look on it at present 
as a luxury rather than a nccc.ssity and that 
its purchase with a view to profit to the city 
by hiring it out to others is a speculation too 
hazardous, 
and 
entirely 
too 
uncertain 
to serve as a justification for such a large 
outlay at a time when the financial condition 
of the city demands s.rictest economy, and 
in this connection I desire to call your at­ 
tention to the fact that various accounts of 
the city arc now overdrawn in the aggregate 
sum of 
$13,137.20 and 
that our general 
expense account including the $13,000 just 
received from the sale of the bonds would 
be insufficient by $7083.79 to make these 
accounl.s wliole and not one cent to carry on 
tlie city for the season intervening between 
this time and themonlhs of December and Jan- 
iiary, when taxes received in large amounts. 
Still more I would call your attention to the 
fact that there is still unsettled claims on 
account of the lanD condemned for the open­ 
ing of Ohio street some years ago. 
This cannot, under any circumstances, be 
settled for less than $500. 
'I'here were judg­ 
ments rendered against the city at the last 
term of the circuit court to the amount of 
$850.00 and costs, which, I am informed, will 
amount to more than $100. There will be due 
in .\ugusl revenue bond of the city $10,000.00 
August 5th next and $13,000.00 in bonds 
■just disposed of will have to be met inside of 
one year. 
This makes a total of $31,533.79 
to be met by the current revenue fund inside 
of one year, lun mentioning the numerous 
other 
claims 
upon 
this fund during this 
time. 
The present condition of our sidewalks 
creates the most serious emergency to be met
